oriental Interests. 
During the final negotiations Japan's 
repealed requests for an answ er were 
treated in a m ost unsatisfactory man 
ner. 
Japan waited until convinced 
that it was useless to wait longer and 
has now ended the discussion. 
The 
indications are that there will he n > 
formal declaration of war. Japan will 
publicly define its position and pur 
poses and the foreign office has pre 
pared a new 
statem ent which will 
probably be announced soon 
Japan 
will unquestionably seize Korea, and 
although Russia ha# previously Intl 
mated that it would not interfere, iii 
view of that c o u itry '3 present attitude, 
developm ents ara eagerly awaited.

has been prpvenj (or a tire well-started 
to destroy, th* best bust urns building* 
in a well built city 
llko‘ Baltimore, 
what would f«HUlt ill East Liverpool, 
where, alongside fine business blocks, 
are fuel piles In the 'shape of frame 
shanties, on almost every hand in the 
business district?,, livery 
time Are 
breaks out on a business street here, 
owners of buildings that are Jocated 
blocks away have reason to tremble 
for the consequences. Let a small Are 
once lie lost control of aud tile whole 
business district would be doomed. A 
simple. wise and necessary precaution 
would bo that which the News 
Ro- 
vlpw lias so often advocated—tho es­ 
tablishment of Are limits, establishing 
a business district within which none 
but brick, stone or iron buildings shall 
bd cres ted. 
Such a rule would mate­ 
rially roiluco tusuranv'O rates aud en­ 
hance the value of all property within 
ttv? prescribed limits. It is a rule, us 
ually Item of very costly experience, 
that has been adopted in all the large 
cl fie* of the country and most of the 
sihall oOes. 
Indeed, It is doubtful lf 
there is another city In Ohio of the sis* 
of East Liverpool which bas no ordi­ 
nance governing (lie matter ami allows 
any lot owner to creel any kind of a 
building he sees At iu any quarter of 
the city, reckless that a frame shack 
or. shanty in their vicinity imperils the 
likest costly Structures. 
Must this city 
wait for a great and general couflagra- 
tiqn before its authorities get to work 
and adypt and enforce an ordinance 
which shall exclude Arc traps 
from 
business streets? 
Clearly the 
right 
time for action is the present. Let u h 
prove that East Liverpool is up to-date 
and alive to Its own interests aud its 
owu safety.

Immigration Pouring In— Finances of 
the Nation on a Firm Basis—'Ex­ 
ports Are Largs— Chance For Amer­ 
ican Trade.

Cincinnati. February 8.—"I organ­ 
ized a comany capitalized at $8,000,- 
OOO in my city for the manufacture of 
cigars and cigarettes,’' said Francisco 
Comas, of Buenos Ayres, Argentine, 
at the Hotel Honing, "and have placed 
orders for $150,000 worth of machin­ 
ery In Cincinnati. 
I looked the coun­ 
tries of Europe and the cities of this 
country over carefully, and find here 
Incomparably the best machinery. We 
Import tobacco from this country. Bra­ 
zil, Cuba, Porto Rico aud the Philip­ 
pines. 
The people of South America 
are great smokers, chiefly of cigar­ 
ettes. 
“The people of this country have 
but slight conception of the growth of 
fhe Argentine Republic. 
I went there 
from Spain 35 years ago, and have 
been a witness of its wonderful devel­ 
opm ent 
I have been all over the 
world, and nowhere is there such pro­ 
gress and activity as in our South 
American Republic. 
The census of 
last October showed a population of 
6,000,000, of whom 2,000,000 are nat­ 
ural born Italians, 1,000,000 Spaniards. 
800,000 Germans natives of the British 
Isles, Franck, Belgians, Swiss, Dutch, 
and other •foreigners. 
The remainder 
ot the population is made up of the 
descendants of the old stock Spaniards 
and Italians. 
“I.ost year we exported $162,000,000 
fo wheat, $160,000,000 of meats and 
$15,000,000 of corn, besides great quan­ 
tities of hard woods. 
We have com­ 
menced growing cotton, and last year 
e x e rte d 4,000 bales, which Liverpool 
merc hants assured me was of a super­ 
ior quality. Our exports last year ex­ 
ceeded the imports by $75,000,000, and 
th* y will be largely increased this 
year. Our per capita is $25. The debt 
of the country is only $400,000,000. 
The finances of the country are on a 
firm basis. 
The soil of the country. 
which is 1,000 miles square, Is nearly 
all fertile. 
Lands range in price from 
$3 to $20 iii the interior to $300 an 
acre near the capital for dairy pur­ 
poses. 
There Is perfect tranquility, 
and everybody works. Scotchmen have 
made immense fortunes in sheep rais­ 
ing. 
We have 9,000 miles of railway, 
and the country is traversed by navi­ 
gable streams, affording cheap trans­ 
portation. 
Our constitution is almost 
a facsimile of that of the United states. 
We elect our president for six years. 
Our government Is honestly and eco­ 
nomically administered, and we have 
no revolutions, something

where, alongside fine business blocks, 
a re fuel piles in the ’shape of frame’ 
shanties, on alm ost every hand in the 
business 
district?.,.. Every 
time 
fire 
breaks out on a business street 
here, 
ow ners of buildings that are J ocated 
blocks away have reason to trem ble 
for the consequences. 
Let a small fire 
once lie lost control of and tho whole 
business district would be doomed. A 
sintyte, wise and necessary precaution 
would bo th a t which the News 
Re­ 
view has so often advocated—the es­ 
tablishm ent of fire limits, establishing 
a ^business district w ithin which none 
b u t brick, stone or iron buildings shall 
bd erected.

It has been learned upon authority 
that the Cleveland £ P ittsburg Rail 
road company proposes in all to spend 
about $1 T.l,Goo 
in 
m aking 
improve 
m ents about the Wellsville yards. 
It 
is lo! this purpose that the company 
has asked council to declare certain 
streets in the West End vacated. With 
exception of about three parcels 
of 
property the railroad company owns 
all the property abutting 
on 
thus* 
streets which council has been asked 
to vacate. 


It is the intention of the company 
to use all the yards 
w est 
of 
High 
teenth street for the west bound busi­ 
ness. and to use 
the yards east 
of 
Eighteenth street for the east bound 
business. 
O ne additional track is to 
be built across Eighteenth street, and 
after the east yards have been com ­ 
pleted no switching will be done over 
Eighteenth street, only that necessary 
for one string of ears to be pulled from 
one yard to another.

H arrison codo.

to w hat is called th e Gincinnuti plan 
which in a hoard elected by wards iii 
Htead of altogether a t large.

T he burning of H olbert and his wife 
closes a trag e d y which has cost eigh* 
lives, has engaged 200 m en and two 
packs of bloodhounds In a four-days 
chase across four counties, and ba 
stirred this section of Mississippi a1 
m ost to frenzy.

Luther Holbert and wife, negro© 
burned at stake by mob. 
Jam es Eastland, planter, killed by 
H olbert.

T he adm inistration school codo was 
Introduced in the senate on Thursday. 
The hill w as dropped Into the legisla­ 
tive hopper by Senator H arrison 01 
D arke county, and It m eets with the 
approval ot^tho heads of all state do 
pajtm ents. 
T here have been nuntei 
ohs conferences on the Im portant sui) 
ject of schools and the result w as the 
H arrison code. 
It conforms largely 
to w hat is called th e Cincinnati plan, 
which is a board elected by w ards in 
stead of altogether at large. 
During 
tht> conference practically every su­ 
perintendent of schools of the stat* 
expressed his opinion. 
The H arrison 
hill will give 62 of the TI cities of th* 
state a uniform hoard of seven mem 
hers. 
Some of th e school interests 
of the large cities do not like the 
schem e to elect m em bers of the board 
of education by wards, hut In this, as 
In all other legislative m atters, It Is 
impossible to please everybody. 
It Is 
said the bill will be made a law w ith­ 
in a fortnight, ami the appended sy n ­ 
opsis will not he m aterially changed. 
T h e hill Is a com prom ise measure, 
it being thought best to have the one 
bill rallier than several on the sam e 
subject, as th e great body of the bill 
contains m atters upon which all are 
agreed. 
T he bill is not a complete code, but 
a revision of 
present 
statutes. 
It 
seeks only to amend ami m ake more 
clear th** sections of tho Revised S ta t­ 
utes, which are now under a cloud as 
a result of suprem e court decisions 
and with this revision provides a con­ 
servative advancem ent of 
the 
Ohio 
school system. Tho sections as am end­ 
ed or repealed leave a large portion 
of th o present laws alone, yet In tho 
event tho bill hedonics a law tho sta t­ 
utes will bo numbered consecutively 
as far as possible and a harmonious 
school system be attained. 
T h e hill divides the sta te Into four 
classes of school districts, as follows. 
City, village, tow nship 
and 
special. 
E ach is defined. 
Each Incorporated 
city now existing or heretofore t re­ 
ated. together with territory atta ch e r 
or detached for school purposes, con­ 
stitutes a city school district. 
T he 
sam e provision applies to village amt 
tow nship districts. 
T his classification of districts will 
elevate over 80 per cent, of the spe­ 
cial school districts Into city or vil­ 
lage classes. 
Tho small per cent. re­ 
m aining come nuder the 
following 
definition: 
“ Any school district, now 
existing, other than a city, village 
or tow nship school district, and any 
school district organized 
under th*! 
provisions of chapter 5 of this title 
shall constitute a special school dis­ 
trict.” 
Tho controversy among school men 
as to how m em bers of the boards of 
education shall ho elected in city dis­ 
tricts, w hether by wards or at large, 
is settled In this bill bv a compro­ 
mise, each plan being given a part or 
Its demands. The m easure follows tho 
municipal code in this regard, by pro 
viding one m em ber from each ward 
and th ree to be elected at large.

Lion two miles from this city. 
T he burning of H olbert and his wife 
closes a tragedy which has cost eigh* 
lives, has engaged 200 m en and two 
packs of bloodhounds In a four-days’ 
chase across four counties, and bar 
stirred this section of Mississippi a1 
m ost to frenzy. 
These are the dead: 
Luther Holbert and wife, negroes 
burned at stake by mob. 
James Eastland, p lanter, killed by 
Holbert. 
John Carr, negro, killed by Holbert. 
John W inters, negro, killed by East 
land. 
Three unknown negroes killed b> 
posses. 
T h e killing of E astland, C arr anil 
W inters occurred a t E astlan d 's p lan ­ 
tation.
